While a majority favor repeal 
of the amendment, from all infor- 
mation obtainable the race for del- 
egate to the State convention from 
the county will be a close one, and 
it is believed that Mr, Charles Do 
zier, who Was against the measure, 
will be elected over the two other 
candidates, James Folsom and C, 
C, Peacock, who favored the repeal 
measure, Mr. Dozier, according to 
the pledge, will yote the wishes of 
the majority of the people of the 
county, 

All four proposed amendments 
have been given heavy majorities 
throughout the county from best 
information obtainable, Return- 
ing officers reaching Elba Wednes- 
day with return boxes did not 
bring any figures on any of the 
amendments, and a tabulation can- 
not be given in this issue of the 
paper, It seems that more interest 
developed over the repeal question 
and those bringing the returns 
could only give fairly accurate fig- 
ures on that proposition. 

The official count of the votes 
cast Tuesday will be made at Elba 
Friday, and we will endeavor to 
give a complete official tabulation 
on all measures in next week's pa- 


per. We are giving below an un- 
official tabulation on the repeal 
proposition.

MONTGOMERY, July 19.—Re- 
peal of the 18th Amendment this 
year became more than a possibil- 
ity today as two Southern States, 
Alabama and Arkansas, heretofore 
considered as dry, joined the 16 
States already voted wet, 

Alabama went for repeal by a 
9 to 5 ratio. Latest reports showed 
that from 1,475 of the State’s elec- 
tion boxes out of 2,115, for re- 
peal 94,968, against 58,690. 

Arkansas, with 1,184 precinets 
out of 2,100, gave repeal 62,817 
against 39,086, a ratio of over 
5 to 3.

“The Alabama ginners adopted 
the tentative code written by the 
national conference of ginners and 
ginners association executives in 
Memphis, Tenn., July 7th, covering 
all the eotton states, The code 
seeks to establish a cost of $5.63 
for ginning, ‘lo this is to be add- 
ed the cost of bagging and ties 
and about 10 per cent profit, mak- 
ing the total cost from $7.18 to 
$7.88 per bale, depending on the 
price of bagging and ties. The 
code has already been adopted by 
several other states and will be 
submitted to Gen. Hugh S. John- 
sun, Adininistrator of the Nation- 
al Recovery Act in Washington, 
within a few days with a request 
for early consideration. 


Feed Needed On 
Southern Farms 


AUBURN, Ala. — Considerable 
progress has been made during the 
past few years in producing the 
feedstuffs needed on Southern cot- 
ton farms but many farms yet fail 
to produce adequate amounts, said 
Dr. L. N. Dunean, director of the 
Extension Service of the Alabama 
Polytechnie Institute. 

Livestock owners have found by 
experience that during the latter 
part of the summer and early fall, 
it pays to have supplementary 
grazing crops on which to place 
both the work animals and other 
stock the permanent pastures 
become dry and parched, Those 
who have planted such crops 
sorghum, soybeans or cowpeas to 
be used as supplementary feed and 
grazing crops have felt that they 
were amply repaid for their fore-

There- 
fore, we are asking every cotton 
farmer to cooperaie in the reduc 
tion movement and to utilize the 
land as his common sense dictates 
to be best.”

Administrators Order All Con- 


tracts Accepted 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—Farm 
administrators today ordered ac- 
ceptance of all contract-offers sign 
ed by cotton growers to reduce 
their acreages which have been ap- 
proved by county agents and coun- 
ty committees in the campaign to 
reduce the output of the staple in 
the 16 growing states this year by 
8,500,000 bales 

They authorized county agents 
to issue permits to farmers to be- 
gin plowing up their crop, when-| 
ever it is covered by a contract 
Which has been approved, so that 
farmers may plant 
home consumption without waiting 
for formal acceptance of each indi 
vidual contract. 

Last week administrators said 
they intended to forward an indi- 
vidual acceptance to each farmer 
and warned them against plowing 
up their crop until this had been 
received, 

Numerous requests for early 
plowing have been received, how- 
ever, Willi many farmers believing 
that by planting at onee they could 
grow a feed crop before the end 
of this season,

Another reason for approving 
early plowing was that in the lower 
portion of the cotton belt the har- 
vest has begun and administrators 
are eager to see the crop destroyed 
before it is mature in order to 
eliminate prospects of cotton being 
picked on acreages which the Goy- 
ernment will pay for having de- 
stroyed. 

Administrators said their order 
means that offers to destroy a giv- 
en area of cotton will be sealed 
down, that when a farmer has 
agreed to plow up 10 acres and 
his contract has been approved as 
to estimated yield and other ele- 
ments by county agents, the ad- 
ministrators are waiving their right 
under the contract to cut down the 
amount the farmer may destroy to, 
for example, eight acres, and to 
curtail payment to the farmer pro- 
portionately. 

The order amounted to accept- 
ance “site unseen’ when contracts 
have not been received at tabulat- 
ing headquarters here from coun- 
ties where agents and committees 
are just winding up theiy inspec- 
tions of the acreage offered. Agents 
have until Wednesday night to get 
the contracts into the mails. 

The message sent to county 
agents today said: 

“The secretary of agriculture 
has authorized acceptance and ap- 
proval of all producer contracts 
where same are approyed by coun- 
ty agents and county committees. 

“Printed instructions and emer 
geney permit blanks are on the 
way to be used by farmers to se- 
cure permits from county agents 
to immediately destroy cotton 
without having to await arrival of 
formal acceptance blanks, 


“Instructions and emergency 
permit blanks should reach you 
Friday. In no event shall produe-

RURAL SCHOOL PROBLEM 

The elimination of small rural 
schools which have outlived their 
day and the development of larg- 
er schools that may be made real 
centers of community life are rec- 
ommended by Dr, William J. Coo- 
per, United States commissioner of 
education, 

The old one-room schoolhouse 
served well in the period when 
sparse settlements and lack of good 
roads prevented the assembling of 
more than a few pupils in any one 
place for instruction, If it did not 
serve well, it at least was the best 
means available for its purpose, 

Much progress has already been 
made in the direction of consoli- 
dated schools, but the movement 
has not kept pace with the need 
for better planned instruction, Dr, 
Coopey believes that all small rural 
schools might well be eliminated in

equal opportunities so far as it is 
possible to provide them, 

The matter of rural education is 
one of the most pressing of the 
problems which confront our edu- 
‘ational system. It deserves the 
most earnest consideration at the 
hands of educators and the gen- 
eral publie alike. 

There are now 2,158 airports 
and landing fields in the United 
States, 708 of which have night 
lighting’ equipment, 


these boys and girls in improving 
rural farm and home practices, 
thereby fitting them to become ef- 
ficient farmers and homemakers, 
besides teaching them the funda. 
mentals of public-spirited, useful 
citizenship. 

While the enrollment and re- 
sults obtained in club work are 
gratifying, considering the cireum- 
stances under which this effort has 
been put forth, the Department 
points out that only about one rur- 
al boys and girl in twenty has the 
benefit of this training at present.
